T the dreadful epoch of the unfortunate affair of Nancy, twenty- 

two foldiers of the regiment of Chateau- Vieux, were condemned 

to condign punifhment, As the fatal proceffion was pafling through 

a narrow ftreet, one of the foldiers condemned, contrived amidft the 

refs to flip unobferved into a paflage, the door of which was open. 

t was the houfe of his miftrefs. Conceive her tranfport to find her 
lover in her arms, at the moment fhe was bewailing his death ! 

One viétim, at the place of execution, was found wanting to the 
number. Search was every where made for the fugitive, but in vain. 
It was renewed with all the keennefs and all the fagacity of blood- 
hounds; but the deftined objet of vengeance eluded the utmott pen- 
etration and diligence of his purfuers. He was all this while conceal- 
ed in a ccorn-loft, where he had been fecreted by his miftrefs, and 
where fhe found means to nourifh him for three months, unknown to 
her parents. 

A rich farmer of Baffe, who had heard nothing of his fon fince the 
carnage of Nancy, and the horrible execution of the Swifs, could no 
longer refift his uneafinefs, and the defire he- felt to be afcertained of 
his fate. Forthis purpofe, he undertook a journey to Nancy, but 
though his concern excited pity, and his inquiries interefted all to 
whom they were addrefled, there were none who could afford him the 
defired information. At laft he learned with tranfport, that his fon had 
efcaped the fate of his companions, and was dire€ted by a foldier to the 
houte of his miftrefs, as a place where it is probable he might obtain 
farther intelligence. 

He repaired immediately to the houfe, but the miftrefs of his fon 
pretended an entire ignorance ; and notwith{tanding the particulars of 
his family, which he mentioned.in their converfation, preferved the 
moft cauticus filence. She promifed, however, to make enguiry, and 
defired him to return in an hour. The foldier immediately recogniz- 
ed his father, from the defcription given by his miitrefs. The farmer 
returned toa minute. ‘The father and fon flew into the arms of each 
other, with afl the ardour which fuch a meeting might be {uppoled te 
produce. As foonas the firft tranfport was over, the father joined 
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the hands of his fon and his miftrefs, and pronouncing over them a 
paternal benediétion, ‘‘ You have preférved his lite,” faid he to her, 
“‘the only recompenfe } can offer you, is himfelf.”

E eafily perfuaded his Officers to approve of this proje&. The 
proper precautiens being taken, he went to the Palace, with 
fome of his principal Officers and moft trufty foldiers, and, being ad- 
mitted without fufpicion, he addreffed Montezuma in a determined 
and unwonted tone, demanding reparation for the violent outrage com- 
mitted by Qualpopoca. The aftonifhed Monarch {trenuoully afferted 
his own innocence, and gave orders inftantly to bring Qualpopoca 
and his accomplices prifoners to Mexico. This conceflion did not fat- 
isfy Cortes, who an{wered, that his followers would never be convinc- 
ed of the Emperor's confidence and attachment, unlefs, as the beft ev- 
idence ot both, he took up his refidencein the Spanifh quarters. Onc 
may imagine the confliét of paflions in the bofom of this unhappy 
Monarch, at the firft mention of fuch a ftrange propofal, But Cortes 
alternately threatening and foothing, Mentezuma at length fubmitted 
to a fate which he faw unavoidable, and calling his Cfhcers, he com- 
municated his refolution to them. They prefumed not to queftion 
their Mafter’s will, but, in the deepeft affliction carried him to tlie 
Spanith quarters. The news of this event excited the wildeft trant- 
ports of grief and rage; but Montezuma appearing with a {eeming 
gaiety of countenance, and declaring it to be his own choice that he 
went to refide fome time among his new friends, his paflive fubjectts 
aj voces in his pleafure, and quietly difperfed, 
ontezuma was received in the Spanifh quarters, with al] the cere- 
anonious refpeét which Cortes had promifed. He was ferved, in his 
ufual flate, by his own domeftics, and he carried on all the functions 
ot Government as if he had been at perfeét liberty. But from Captive 
Princes the hour of humiliation is never far diftant. Qualpopoca, his 
fon, and five of his principal Officers, were by this time brought to 
Mexico, and being given up by the Emperor, were formally tied by 
a Spanifh Court-martial, and condemned to be burnt alive. Thefe 
unhappy wiétims were inftantly Jed forth, and were confumed ona pile 
compofed of the weapons that were collected in the royal magazine, 
gor the public defence. 
But Cortes was not fatisfied with infli@ting vengeance on the inftru- 
ment of the outrage committed on Efcalante’s party, while he fuffered 
Montezuma, whom he fuppofed the author of it, to efcape with impu- 
yity. Juft before Qualpopoca was led out to fuffer, Montezuma was 
toaded with chains by the orders and in the prefence of Cortes. What 
muft be the anguifh of a Prince, trained up in the idea that his perfon 
was facred and inviolable, and who imagined that this profanation of 
it was the prelude of tmmediate death ? His attendants, {fpeechlets 
with horror, bathed his feet with theirtears, and bearing up the fetters 
mm their hands, endeavoured to lighten their preffure. At length, 
fortes returned from the execution, with a chearful countenance, and 
grdered 
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ordered the fetters to be taken off. Montezuma now paffed at once 
from ‘the anguifh of defpair to the moft unbecoming tran{ports of grat- 
itude and fondnefs towards his deliverers. 

What is cruel and atrocious in itfelf.can never be fanctified by any 
reafons. The Mexicans had entertained an opinion that the Span- 
iards were a fuperior order of beings, and it was, perhaps, in the dread- 
ful policy of Cortes to cherifh this idea. Nothing feemed better cal- 
culated tor this purpofe, than to eftablifh an opinion, that fhedding the 
blood of aSpaniard was the moft heinous of all crimes, which nothing 
could expiate but the cruel death of the perpetrators, and the mortify- 
ing indignity infliéted on their Monarch as an acceflary to their guilt. 

The {pirit of Montezuma was now entirely fubdued. During fix 
months that Cortes remained in Mexico, the Monarck continued in 
the Spanifh quarters, with an appearance of as entire fatisfaction, as if 
he had refided there through choice. Every order was iflued in his 
mame, and all the ancient forms of government were f{crupuloufly ob- 
ferved. The people not only implicitly obeyed the mandates of their 
captive King, but fuch was their dread of the Spaniards, that no at- 
tempt was made to deliver him from confinement, although Cortes 
frequently permitted him to vifit the Temples, and even to make hunt- 
ing excurfions beyond the lake, attended by a very flender guard. 

Cortes did not negleét to avail himfelf to the utmoft of the abfolute 
power which he now poffeffed. But, while he took meafures to fe- 
cure a permanent footing in the empire, the means of a retreat, in cafe 
of neceflaty, were not to be forgotten. With this view, it became an 
e{fential point to gain the command of the lake, In this he was af- 
lifted by the fimplicity of Montezuma. Under pretext of giving that 
Monarch an idea of the European navigation, he perfuaded him to ap- 
— fome of his fubjeéts to tetch part of the naval ftores dopofited at 

era Cruz, and to employ othersin preparing timber. By this means 
the Spanifh carpenters foon completed two brigantines, which afford- 
eda frivolous amufement to the Emperor, and were confidered by 
Cortes as a certain refource if he fhould be obliged to retire. 

The humiliation of Montezuma was not yet complete. ‘The addrefs 
of Cortes was now to be exerted to induce the Monarch to acknow- 
ledge himfelf a vaffal of the King of Caitle. Even this was complicd 
with; and the a¢t of fubmiffionand homage was ¢xecuted in a folemn 
affembly of the Mexican Nobles. Montezuma accompanied this pro- 
feflion of fealty with a magnificent prefent to his new Sovereign ; and 
his fubjeéts, after his example, having brought in very liberal con- 
tributions. Cortes now direéted his thoughts to the divifion of the 
{poil among his followers; a point, which, when accomplifhed, was 

O very inadequate to their expectations, that it produced confiderable 
difcontents in the army. 

But phant as Montezuma had been in other concerns, in 
the article of religion he was inflexible; and Cortes, finding 
all his attempts to {hake his conftancy unavailing, was fo much en~ 
raged, that he led out his foldiers to throw down the idols in the great 
Temple. But the Priefts taking arms in defence of their altars, and 
the peuple impetuoufly crowding to fupport then, the prudence’ o 
Cortes at length gained its wonted afcendency, and induced him to 
deGft trom this rath enterprize.

MONG the hor fprings in Iceland, there are none that can be com. 
pared with that which I am going to defcribe, though the beft de- 
{cription will fall fhort of it. It is about two days journey trom Heckla. 
Here a poet would have an opportunity of painting a piture of what- 
ever nature has of beautiful and terrible united, by delineating one of 
its moft uncommon phanomina: It would be a fubje€ worthy the 
pen of a Thompfon, to tran{port the reader, by poetical umagery. to the 
Hat whichis here prefented to the eye. Reprefent to yourfelf a large 
eld, where you fec on one fide, at a great diftance high mountains cov- 
ered with ice, whofe fummits are generally wrapped in clouds, fo that 
their fharp unequal points become invifible, This lofs however is 
compenfated by a certain wind, which caufes the clouds to fink, and 
cover the mountain itfell, whea its fummit appears as it were to 
ref{ upon the clouds. On the other fide, Heckla is feen, 
with its three points covered With ice, rifing above thé ‘Clouds, 
and with the finoke which afcends froni it, forming other clouds at fome 
diftance from the real ones; and on another fide is a ridge of hgh 
rocks, at the foot of which boiling water from time to time guthes 
forth; and turther on extends a marth of about half a mile in circum- 
ference, in which are forty or fifty boiling {prings, from which a va- 
pour afcends to a prodigious height. , 

In the midft of thefe is the greatelt fpring Geyer, which deferves a 
more exact and particular account, In travelling to the place, about 
a quarter of a mile from the Aver, from which the ridge of rucks near 
it {till divided us, we heard a loud roaring noife, like the rufhing of ‘a 
torrent, precipitating itfelf from fupendous rocks. We afked our 
guide what it meant: He anfwered, it wat Gey/er roaring; and we 
von faw with our naked eyes what before appeared almoft incredible. 

The depth of the opening er pipe from which the,watet gufhes 
cannot well be determined; for fometimes the water funk down fev- 
eral fathoms, and fome fecoads paffed before a ftone, which was thrown 
into the aperture, reached the furface of the water, ‘Lhe opening it- 
felf was perfettiy round, and nineteen feet in diameter; both the pipe 
and the bafon were covered with a rough ftalattic riud, which had 
been formed by the force of the water; the uttermoft border of the 
bafon is nine feet and an inch higher than the pipe itfelf, 

The water here {pouted feveral times a day, but always by flarts, and 
after Certain intervals, The people who lived in the neighbourhood 
told us that they rofe higher in cold and bad weather than at other 
times; and Eggert Olafsen and feveral others afhrm, that it fpouted to 
the height of fixty fathoms. Mott probably they ciily guefled by the 
eye, and on that account their calculation may be a little extravagant ; 
and indeed I doub: that ever the water was thrown up fo high, though 
I am much inclined to believe, that it fometimes mounts higher than 
when we obferved it. on 

The force of the vapours which throw up this water 1s excefiive - at 
not only prevents the stones which are thrown into the opening from

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finking,” but even throws thém up toa very great height, together with 
the water. I muft not forget to mention a very curious circumftance ; 
when the bafon Was ful! of water, we placed ourfelves before the fun 
in fuch a manner, that we could fee our fhadows inthe water; every 
one obferved round the fhadow of his own head (though not round the 
head of the éthers) a circle of almoft the fame colours which compofe 
the rainbow, and round this another bright circle ; this moft probably 
proceeded from the vapours exhaling from the water. I remember to 
have {een fomething fimilar to it when travelling in the fummer, par- 
ticularly in the meadows ; and it is fooneft obferved when riding on 
horfeback, or in‘a carriage, When yon have your thadow on one fide. 

Not far fromfi this place, another {pring at the foot of the neighbour- 
ing ridge of rocks {pouted water to the height of one or two yards 
each time. : 

“The opening through which this water iffued was not fo wide as the 
other ; we imagined it poflible to ftop up the hole intirely by throw- 
ing large ftones into it; and even flattered ourfelves that our attempt 
had fucceeded, but to our great affonifhment the water gufhed forth in 
a very Violént manner, which fhews how little the weak efforts of men 
avail, whew they endeavour to preferibe bounds to the works of na- 
ture. We haftened to the pipe, and found all the fiones thrown afide 
‘and the water playing freely through its former channel. 

In thefe large {prings the waters were hot in the higheft degree, and 
taited a little of falphur, but in other refpeéts were pure and clear. In 
the {maller {prings in the neighbourhood the water was tainted; im 
fome it was a$ muddy as that of aclay-pit, in others as white as milk ; 
and yet there are afew {prings where the water forces itfelf throngh a 
fire underneath as red as blood.

Militia Law of the United States. 
An ACT more effectually to prowide for the National Defence, by ¢ftab- 
 difhing an Uniform Militia throughout the United States. 

E tt enacted by the SiN ATE and House of REPRESENTATIVES 

ef the United States of America in Congre/s affembled, “Phat each 
and every free able-bodied white male citizen of the refpettive States, 
refident therein, who is or {hall be of the age ot eighteen years, and 
under the age ot forty-five years (except as is herein after excepted) 
fhalf feverally and refpeétively be enrolled inthe militia by the captain 
or. commanding officer of the company, within whofe bounds fuch c* 
tizens fhall refice, and that within twelve months after the pafling of 
this at. And it frall at all times hereafter be the duty of every 
fuch captain and commanding officer of a company, to enrol every 
fuch citizen, as aforefaid; and alfo thofe who fhall, from time to time, 
arfive at the age of eighteen years, or being of the age of eighteen 
years and ander the age of forty-five vears (except as hetore excepted) 
fhall core to refide within his bounds ; and fhall without delay notify 
fuch citizert of the faid enrotment, by a proper non-commiffioned ofh- 
cer of the company, by whom fuch notice may be proved, That every 
citizen fo enrolled and notified, fhall, within-fix months thereatter, pro- 
Vide hignfelf with a good mafket or fireloc’, a fixficient bayonet ae 
) . belt 
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belz, two {pare flints, and a knapfack, a pouch with abox therein to 
contain, not lefs than twenty-four cartridges, fuited to the bore of his , 
mufket or firelock, each cartridge to contain a,proper quantity of pow- 
der and ball; or with a good rifle, kaapfack, fhot-pouch and powder- 
horn, tweenty balls fuited to the bore ot his rifle, and a quarter of a 

yund of powder ; and (hall appear fo armed, accoutred and provided, 
when called out to exercife, or into fervice, except, that when called 
out on company days to exercife only, he may appear without a knap- 
fack. That the commuiffioned ofhcers {hall fevera!ly be armed with a 
{word or hanger, and efpontoon; and that from and after five years 
from the pafling of this act, all mufquets for arming the militia as is 
herein required, fhall be of bores fufficient for balls of the eighteenth 
part of a pound: And every citizen fo enrolled, and providing himfelt 
with the arms, ammunition and accoutrements required, 7s aforefaid, 
fhall hold the fame exempted from all fuits, diftreffes, executions or 
fales, for debt or for the payment of taxes. 

And be it further enaéted, ‘That the Vice Prefident of the United 
States; the officers, judicial and executive, of the government of - 
the United States ; the members of both Houfes of Congrefs, and their 
re{pective officers; all cuftom-houfe officers, with their clerks; all 
pott-oflicers, and flage-drivers, who are employed in the care and 
conveyance of the mail of the poft-office of the United: States: All 
ferrymen employed at any ferry on the poft-road; all infpettors of 
exports; all pilots ; all mariners a€tually employed in the fea fervice 
of any citizen or merchant within the United States; and all perfons 
who now are or may hereafter be exempted by the laws of the re{pec- 
tive States, fhall be and are hereby exempted from militia duty, not- 
withftanding their being above the age of eighteen, and under the age 
of forty-five years. 

And be it further enaGed, That within one year after the pafling of 
this aét, the militia of the réf{pe€tive States {hall be arranged into di- 
vifions, brigades, regiments, battalions and companies, as the legifla- 
ture of each State fhall direét; and each divifion, brigade, and regi- 
ment, fhall be nymbered at the formation thereof; and a record 
mace of {uch numbers in the adjutant general’s office in the State ; 
and when in the field, or in fervice in the State, each diyifion, brig- 
ade and regiment fhall, re(peétively, take rank according to then 
numbers, reckoning the firft or loweft number higheft in rank. 
That if the fame be convenient, each brigade thall confift of four regi- 
ments; each regiment of two battalions; each battalion of five com- 
panies each company of fixty-four privates, That the faid militia 

all be officered by the ref{peétive States, as follows: To each divifion 
one major general and two aid-de-camp, with the rank of major ; 
to each brigade, one brigadier general with one brigade in{pettor, to 
ferve allo as brigade major, with the rank of major; to each regiment, 
one lieutenant colonel cammandant; and to each battalion, one 
Major; to each company, one captain, one lieutenant, one enfiga, 
four fergeants, four corporals, one iaacnae and one fiter or bugler. 
That there fhall be a regimental itaff, to confift of one adjutant, and 
one quarter inafler, to rank as lieutenants; one payimafter; one fur, 
geon, and one furgeon’s mate; onc fergeant major; one drum major, 
and one fife major, , Ana 
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~ And be it further enaed, That out of the militia enrolled, as is here- 
in direfted, there fhall be formed for each battalion, at leaft one com- 
pany of grenadiers, light infantry or riflemen; and that to each divj- 
fionthere fhall be, at leafi one company of artillery, and one troop 
ot horfe: There fhal! be to each company of artillery, one captain 
two lieuteriants, four fergeants, four corporals, fix gunners, fix bom- 
dardiers, one drummer, and one fifer. The officers to be armed 
witha fword or’ hanger, a fufee, bayonet and belt, with a cartridge 
box to contain twelve ‘cartridges; and cach private or matrofs fhall 
furnifh himfelf with all the ¢quipments of a private in the infantry, 
until proper ordnance and field artillery is provided. There fhall 
be to each troop of horfe, one captain, two lieutenants, one cornet, 
four fergeants, four corporals, one fadler, one farrier, and one trum- 

eter. “The commiffioned officers to furnifh themfelves with good 
egies of at leaft fourteén hands and an halt high, and to be armed 
with a {word and pair of piftels, the holfters of which to be covered 
with bearfkin caps.’ Each dragoon to furnifh himfelf with a fervicea- 
ble horfe, at leaft fourteen hands and an half high, a good faddle, bri- 
die, mailpillion and valife, holfters, and a breaft plate and crupper, a 
pair of boots and fpurs, a pair of piftols, a fabre, and a cartouch box 
to cOntdin twelve cartridges for piftols. * That each company of artil- 
lery and troop of horfe fhall be formed of volunteers from the brigade, 
at the difcretion of the commander in‘chief of the State, rot exceeding 
one Cotnpany of each to a regiment, nor ore in number than one e- 
Jevehth part of the infantry, and fhall be uniformly clothed im regimen- 
tals, to be furnifhed at their own expenfe; the’colour and fafhion to be 
detertnined by the brigadier commanding the brigade to which they be- 
jong.

* And be ut further enaded, That each battalion and regiment fhall 
be provided with the State and regimental colours by the field officers 
and eich comipany with a drum and fife or bugle horn, by the ¢om- 
miffioned officers of the cOmpany, in fuch manner as the legiflature 
of the refpe@tive States fhall direct. fA 

And be it further'enaGed, That there fhall be an adjutant general 
appointed in each State, whofe duty’ it thall be to diftribute all orders 
frorn' the commander in chief of the State to the feveral corps; to at- 
tend all public reviews, when the commander in chief of the State 
fhall teview the militia, 6r any part thereof; to obey all orders from 
him relative to carrying into execution and perfecting the fyftem of 
military difcipline eftablifhed by his aét to furnifh blank forms of diff- 
erent returtis that may be required, and to explain the principles on 
which they fhould be made ;: to réceive from the feveral officers ot the 
different corps throughout the State, returns of the militia under their 
commandt reporting the a€tual fituation of their arms, accoutrements 
and ammunition, their delinquencies, and every other thing which re- 
lates tothe general advancement of gocd order and difcipline: All 
whith, the jeveral officers ofthe divifions, brigades, regiments and 
battalions orx hereby required to make in the ufual manner, fo that the 
faid adjutant general may be duly furnithed therewith : From all which 
returns he fhall make proper abftrafis, and lay the fame annually be- 
tore the commander in chief ofthe Stute. |

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And be it further enaGled, That the rules of diftipline approved and 
eftablifhed by Congrefs, in their refolution of the 29th of March 1779, 
fhall be the rules of difcipline to be obferved by the militia throughout 
the United States, except fuch deviations from the faid rules as -may 
be rendered neceflary by the requifitions of this att or by fome other 
unavoidable circumitances. Itdhall be the duty of the commanding 
officer, at every mutter, whether by battalion, regiment, or fingle com- 
pany, to be exercifed and trained agreeably to the faid rules of difci- 

line. 
r And be yi Nise ery ces That all commiffioned officers fhall take 
rank according to the date of their commiflions ; and when two of the 
fame grade bear an equal date, then ther rank to be determined by 
lots, to be drawn by them before the commanding officer of the brig- 
ade, regiment, battalion, company or detachment. 

And be ct further enadied, ‘That it any perfon, whether officer or 
foldier, belonging to the militia of any State, and called out into the 
fervice of the United States, be wounded or difabled while in a€ual! 
fervice, he fhall be taken care of and provided for at the public ex- 

enfe. 

i And be it further enadied, That it fhali be the duty of the brigade 
infpeétor to attend the regimental and battalion meetings of the mi!i- 
tia compofing their feveral brigades, during the time of their being un- 
der arms, to infpeét their arms, ammunition and accoutrements; {u- 
perintend their exercife and manaeuvres, and introduce the fyitem of 
military dilcipline before defcribed throughout the brigade, agreeable 
to law, and fuch orders as they fhall from time to time receive from 
the commander in chief ot the ftate ; to make returns to the adjutant- 
general of the State, at leaft once in every year, of the militia of the 
brigade to which he belongs, reporting therein the aétual fituation of 
the arms, accoutrements and ammunition of the feveral corpsandevery 
other thing which, in his judgment, may relate to their government & 
the general advancement of good order and military difcipline; and

LONDON, April to. : 

A letter dated the 23d of March, from one of the members of the 
Swedifh miniftry, to a Danifh gentleman now in London, was receiv- 
ed yelterday, and ftates; That the King was then thought t. be much 
advanced in his recovery; that he had more appetite than the phyfici- 
ans thought it proper to gratify; flept well and was able to fit up three 
or four hours at a time, converfing with his immediate friends. The 
furgeons were alfo confirmed in their firft opinion, that the wound had 
touched none of the nobler parts, from the circumitances of the func- 
tions of nature having been uninterrupted. 

The:difpofition of the wound to fuppurate was more certainly ap- 
parent ; and, upon the whole, there was then no circumftance: in his 
Majetty’s dinete, which threatens his lite. 

The letter adds, that the con{piracy was difcovered to have been 
formed againft more lives than that of the King; but mentions only 


the Duke De Sudermania, as having been upon the lift of profcribed 
Nobility.

We have the pleafure to communicate to the public, that'letters have

To xeturn to his Imperial Majefty of Germany, whatever may have - 
been the motives, for taking him off, or*vhatever the means or per- 

fons by whom it wasaccomplifhed, both the end and perpetrators are 
certaiutly to be execrated. Whether the leaders of the emigrants 
thought him too backward for them purpofes ; whether the Jacobins 
thought him tootorward; whether the Brabanters wifhed to facrifice 
him to their revenze; or the. Monks thought he had not done {ufh- 
cient, in leaving the préefent convents as they are, and not reftorin 
-thofe defpoiled by his brother, and therefore poifoned him as they had 
-done the late Imperial Majefty, remains yet to be difcovered, All we 
know at prefent is, that he has undoubtedly been taken off very fud. 
dénly, und by means probably not the faireit. As to thofe who pre- 
tend that there may have been fomething conftitutionmal in it, the rup- 
ture of a blood veifel will undoubtedly empty the veins, but never was 
known to occafion a fudden and almoft immediate, buriting of the 
, pe This is peculiar to the effeéts ot ftrong poifon. 
ith re{pect to the confequences that may refult from the death of 
fo amiable a Prince, it we recur to his pacific nature, they are not a 
little tobe dreaded, Full of benignity himfelf, and purfuaded that noth. 
ung contributes. more than peace to conflituce a people’s happinefs, 
it has been his aim all his lite to maiatain and reftore it. 

It was on thefe principles he governed Tufcany. It was from thefe 
principles that almoft immediately on his being called to the Imperial ' 
throne, he haftened to make peace with the Turks, and with as_ little 
bloodfhed-as pollible, to compofe the difturbances which had arifen 
among his Belgic fubjeéts. If from the new troubles which feemed 
rifing there fomented by artful people; if from the revolution on 
France, he has been obliged to marcia troops to the frontiers, it has 
been nothing more than to preferve the dignity of the empire, and to 
be ready, as a prudent monarch, to meet the dangers that threatned. 

Wherever himtelf went, tranquility tollowed his. fteps. Ia 
Hungary every fymptom of difcontent was done away by hus pretence, 
In Bohemia all was made eafy a¢ his word; fuch effects do virtue and 
juitice ever carry with them. 

By his death, it is much to 'pe feared, wi different fcenes may be 
opened, A young Prince in. the Arch Duke and heir to his crown, 
may be too fond of war. Hs may liften too readily to the infinua- 
tions of the emigrants, and Le too hafly to revenge fuppofed affronts 
upon his territories. In fhiyrt, by the death of the late Emperor, we 
may again fee a great part c.f Europe deluged in blood. At all events, 
the lo{s of a good man is ever to be regretted, efpecially in a Prince, 
and when it happens throtzzh foul means, the inveftigators and ‘pris 
trators are all equally to lye deteited, and confidered as acknowledged 
enemies to mankind.
